FOR the purpose of authorizing the Montgomery County Council to enact a local law 5 

to require a person to obtain a certain permit before standing in a roadway or 6 

median divider or on a sidewalk adjacent to a roadway to solicit and collect 7 

money or donations of any kind from the occupant of a vehicle; prohibiting a 8 

person from standing, or causing, encouraging, allowing, or petitioning a person 9 

to stand in a roadway, median divider, or intersection, or on a sidewalk adjacent 10 

to a roadway, to solicit or collect money or donations from the occupant of a 11 

vehicle, if a certain permit is required under a local law enacted under this Act 12 

and the except in compliance with a permit has not been obtained in accordance 13

   (IV) A PERMIT ISSUED UNDER A LOCAL LAW ENACTED UNDER 9 

THIS SECTION SHALL APPLY TO THE SOLICITATION AND COLLECTION OF MONEY 10 

OR DONATIONS ON ROADWAYS, MEDIAN DIVIDERS, AND SIDEWALKS ADJACENT 11 

TO ROADWAYS AND MAY NOT LIMIT THE AUTHORIZATION TO FEWER THAN ALL 12 

THREE OF THOSE LOCATIONS.  13 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 14
